Minneapolis, Minnu., May 28.—A,. MM 
Parkin of Calgary, held at the central 
police station, and unable to furnish 
bail, appeared in police court yester- 
day charged with defrauding au inn- 
keeper. Parkin, who claims to have 
been political representative of R. B

the Alberta parliament, was a guest

OF THE ANTARCTIC 


Story of Heroism Was Modestly 


and Humorously Told By 
British Explorer 


He Told of Planting Flag at 
Farthest South 


A. story of heroism told without 
heroics. 

That best describes the lecture giv- 
en in the Thistle Rink last night by 
Sir. Ernest Shackleton, who. carried 
the British flag to the point the farth- 
est. south that.any human being has 
ever: forced .his way. “The human side 
of the story,” Sir Ernest said it was 
The. great scientific results of the trip 
were only referred to briefly. In a 
matter-of-fact, often humorous, way 
the explorer told of how he and his 
associates—he: always said we—had 
faced: the antzrctic night; had strug- 
gled.cighteen: hundred miles over ice, 
plains, mountains and glaciers, and 
through deadening cold, drifting snow 
and blinding. blizzards; had suffered 
from hunger. and frost-bites; had gone 
on,, weakened. by lack of food, with 
death snatching at. them from hidden 
crevasses until to have gone further 
would have been. deliberate suicide. 

The: Achievement. 

“At nine o'clock on January oth, 
1900,” said Sir: Ernest, “at an altitude 
of 10,000 feet above the sea we stood 
ninety-seyen miles from the south 
pole.. We hoisted’ there the Union 
Jack that His. Majesty had. entrusted 
to us.. Fifty pounds of good food 
was all that stood between us and 
the south pole. We hadn't the food.’ 

At. this point. the audience ‘which 
throughout, the lecture had alternately 
laughed, and, applauded, broke forth 
in applause. and, cheers which lasted 
for. several: minutes. j 

The story was: modestly told. T*or 
the most part it. was left. to the im- 
agination of the audience and. to the 
pictures to depict: the perils. that were. 
encountered, There was no egotism 
about it. In fact, the leader, of the 
expedition,. who was telling the story,, 
was careful to keep himself in’ the 
background, It. was. seldom. “J,” al- 
most. always “we.” Fach member. of 
the party was, praised, Even the Man- 
churian ponies were given. their, due 
share of credit. 

The Start.. 

It was onthe 12th of February, 1907 
that Sir Ernest, then. just plain Lieut. 
Shackleton, ‘sailed’ away from. New 
Zealand. in the Nimrod,, with seventeen 
men, ten ponies, nine dogs and sev- 
eral sleds, one motor car, and, stores 
for two years. Thirty thousand peo- 
ple saw this gallant little expedition 
sail away, and the moving. pictures 
gave a vivid picture of the scene in 
that littke New Zealand harbor on that 
autumn day in February. 

It was when the distinguished lec- 
turer reached that part of his lecture 
that dealt with the experiences in 
“No Man's, Land,” that he held the 
audience breathless. He told in 
graphic style of his trip to the spot 
where winter quarters were establish- 
ed. Here the party broke up into 
three parties. One of them, headed by 
Shackleton, made the dash for the 
pole, another went to the north and 
reached the magnetic pole, and the 
third went to the west and explored 
the country. 

Qn Mount Erebus. 

It was on the tenth of March, 1908, 
that a part of Sir) Ernest's party 
reached the summit-of Mount Fre- 
bus, 

“For the first time in history a hu- 
man:being stood on the edge of the 
crater of ‘that great mountain,” said 
the speaker “They were the first 
that ever looked into that huge crater, 
The crater is a mile across and Soo 
feet deep.” 

Meteorological observations were 
taken every two hours during-the en-

The newspaper:man. was at once in- 
vited in,.and for half an hour Sir 
Ernest paced restlessiy up and down 
the narrow confines of the car, very 
much like a lion caged, talking in 
brief, snappy sentences all the while. 
Young in Appearance 


The explorer's personal appearance 
is somewhat. ‘of.a,surprise to one who 
sees him at close range for the first 
time. He is far younger than one 
would. imagine to be 'the case with a 
man who has already accomplished 
so:muchy, and! gained; sucht lasting 
fame. He is of medium height, clean 
shaven, witha, strong? face, the: kind 
of a face that shows that the man has 
been through hardship and has fought 
against great odds. But it also is the 
kind of a face that. shows that the 
man js more apt to bea conqueror 
than, suffer defeat... shy 

His. energy, vigor and cnthusiasm 
are apparent at every move that he 
makes,,and. if. Canada secures such a 
man it will ‘bea good thing for Can- 
ada. He is today filled. with enthus- 
iasm. for ‘this country,

then when the spring comes, we will 
study the waterways.”

In speaking about his trip to 
south, Sir Ernest said that che would 
like to make another journey to that 
part of the world, but he thought 
that it would not be for some time 
yet.
